I 
have in mind particularly the following; HIl]s—642u kes off since leat 
yeer-- probably heard HIJH on 6430 kesjjin San Cristobal;; XECH-738u kes 
off for 5 years or more; LHA4 on le2z9U kes-doubt if on,probebly heard 
Punta Arenos,Chili on lee7U kes;; CPz2 on 6210 kes--not hearc here, coubt 
if on; 2NB on 5890 kes, this is ZRE on 5885 kes, Cepetown;; "roll on 
Tze kes--off since Last year-- heard DXR# in Berlin; VLC4 on Taeu kes 
in Sydaney--this is VLO2 on 7415 kes in Brisbane."
